Wuhlflstoii. Jan. 10.— At the op«n- 
isK of the sesflon of the house Friday 
llr. Barney (Wis ), from the commtt- 
toe on appropriations roported the 
ImnmIoo bill and gave notice that he 
i^ld call it »p Monday , nfler dis- 
Qoial of District of Columbia buatneii. 
'I'he pension ^ppropriaUon bill a» re- 
ported to the house carries $139,842.- 
V3§, the exact amount of the estimates, 
M acalnst $146,246.iS0 apj^roprlated 
last year. 

On motion of Mr. Hopkins (Ills.) 
the house thrn wont into committee 
of the whole and took up the conBider- 
•tilon of the bill to create a permanent 
census office. Mr. Hopliins in support 
of the bill explained that the subject 
of establlshlnK a permanent bureau 
had been aKltattwl many years. Gener- 
al Francis A. Walker, superintendent 
ojf the ninth and tenth censuBee and 
Hr. Porter, superintendent of the 11th 
census, as well a« the present director, 
united in strongly recommending it on 
the ground that it would n.;t only de- 
crease the cost but would in< rease the 
Talue of the irsulta. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Hoplcins 
Mid 3.480 clerks had been employed in 
the bureau, 2,<00 being «till employed. 
If the pending bill passed, he said, the' 
ferce would be redueerl this year to 
8^. next year to 750, (n 1906 to 240, 
aad thereafter until 101) to 200. He 
was besieged by members who wanted 
to know the status of the present 
< lerks in the event of the pa.srage of 
the bili. He said that 1( me bill paused 
It waa hoped other departments would 
abkorb the present temporary clerks. 
They could then be placed under the 
protection of the civil service and 
tpansferred to other departments. If 
tkat bill were promptly passed the 
temporary clerks , l^y executive order 
oeald be made eligible for trinsfer. 

Several members, among then. Mr. 
Mann (Ills.) snd Mr. Corliss (Mich.) 
BU««ested that the bill be amended to 
provide that the clerks be eligible for 
transfer. 

, Mr Orosvenor (O,) affked if. It would 
net be wise to aothorlae the president 

to extend the civil service law over 
t|ie surplub clerks. Mr Hopkins re- 
l^teed that the subject had been can- 
yiiyaed by the house au4 senat*) com- 
ailtteea and it was thought sneli se- 

tion would not be e,coed.e'it. . 

Mr. Uurkett (N'cb ) opposed the bifi, 
cOTitending that it was improper and 
Inopportune and asserting that the 
opurse of the debate demonstrated 
th«t the pr<M>0Bed legisiation had not 
been well matured. He declared that 
the only iierson.s who had agitated the 
(^pibject of a permanent census had 
IMMM tlie superinU'ndeata of past cen- 
•QMS and other* directly interested.. 

lilr. Cmmpaciier and.) favored the 
passage of the bill which, he Mined, 
would be the first step toward putting 
the cenaut upon a sdentifio and logl- 
oal basts. 

Mr Itaddox (Oa.) opposed in toto 
the plan of permanent ceasas bureau. 

Mr. Heminway (Ind.) alao opposed 
the bill. Mr. Sims (Tenn.) said he 
would propose an amendment to place 
the employee of the office under the 
civil ssjrvlce law. Mr.Blnfh«m (Pa.) 
supported the bilL 

After some further discussion by 
Mr. GlUet (Mass,), Mr. Fleming (Oa.), 
Mr. Sulser (N. Y) and Mr. WilliamR 
(Ills). Mr. Hopkins closed the general 
deliatie with an earnest plea io favor 
of the passage of the bill. 

Hepburn Canal BUI. 

The He©burn canal bill as passed 
by MS bouse authorises the presi- 
dent to seeure from the states of 
Coeta Rica and Nicaragua, In behalf 
of the United BM'tee, control of such 
a portlou of the territory belonging to 
said states . as may be desirable and 
BOCSSBsrr to whlcb to excavate, con- 
Btruct a|i4 prospap^ a cual sulUble to 
the wants of modern navigation and 
oommerce, and appropriate the sum 
■eceaaary to secure control of said 
territory. The president is authorized, 
aftsr securing' control of the needed 
territory, to direct secretary of war 
to oonstract stieh canal from the Car- 
ibbean sea at a point near areytpvn, 
im. Nicaragua, by way of Lake Nica" 
r«(pa. to, a point on the Pacific ocean 
Mar' Brito, and also to ooastruct 
proper harbors at the termini of said 
canal and to malM nereniary. provis- 
ions for defense of cans I and harbors. 
Sections 3 and 4 autho'-ize the presi- 
dent to make such surveys as may be 
necessary and to employ such persons 
la constructing the canal af may to 
blm seem wis*, and directs that In the 



construction of the ci^ual the river 
San Juan and Lake Nlet^gna shall be 
used as far as they are available. Sec- 
tion 6 authorizes the president to guar- 
antee to the rotates of Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua the use of the canal and 
harbors, upon terms to be agreed upon, 
for vessels owned by. said staters and 
citiMtt% thereof. The last secUan ap- 
propriates 910.000,000 to carry on 
this work, and authorizes' the secre- 
tary of war to enter in'i- j)roper con 
tractH for material and work as may 
be deemed necessary therefor, such 
work and material to be paid for ai 
appropriations may be made from 
time to time. The nectloa fixes the 
aggregate cost at $180,000,000. to l)e 
drawn from the treasuiy on warrant.-J 
of the president. The bill passed hy 
a vote of 808 yeas to 8 nays, Mr. 
Fletcher (Rep. Minn.) and Mr, Las- 
slter (Dem, Va.l voting nay. The 
opposition to committing the gov- 
ernment to the Nicaragua route 
attempted to secure amendments 
to lodge with the president the 
discretionary power to purrhnse and 
complete the Panama cai-ai A it could 
be purchased lor $40,000,000, The test 
came on the first vote, when the ad 
vocates of an alternative route polled 
102 against 170 votes. At each suc- 
ceeding vote their strenrfh dwinilrc! 
until Mr, Cannon of Illinois, under 
whose leadership the fight was mad" 
was unable to get the ayes and noe^ 
on a motion to recommit. All otbei 
amendments felled and the bill passed 
exactly as it came from the comn.it- 
tee. None of the votes I'xcept thai on 
final passage was a record vote. 

Root en the Philippines. 

Washington, Ian, 10. — Secretary 
Root before the house committee on 
military affairs stated that it Is his 
opinion the army Is necessary as a 
moral force to maintain civil govern- 
ment in the rhilipplnes. He said one 
reason why (here .les not been more 
progress is that the Spooner amend- 
ment passed last year by congress re- 
stricting the granting of franchises 
had prevented the investment of cap- 
ital and consequent employment of la- 
bor. He also raid many people were 
Idle and many of thes.' b<'< ame f on- 
spirators simply because they were 
idle. In. many branchea of industries 
the wheels were not moving, people 
out of employment, were encouraged 
In viclousness, and as a result It Is ne- 
cessary to keep 40.000 troops in the 
islands. He believed if congres? 
would pass the Lodge bill providing 
laws for the islands it iNould be possi- 
ble thereafter to reduce the military 
force in the Philippines. Me did not 
believe it would mean a more rapid or 
complete termination of military rule, 
as condltlona .among the natives firere 
firmly fixed and It would take eonstd* 
erable time to bring abogt the new or- 
der of affairs. Mr. Root said better 
progress iiad been made in the last 
year than expected, and expressed the 
opinion that civilization ultimately 
would be extended to the people of the 
islands. He also said the war depart- 
taent expects to do away with the 
transport service and leave the trans- 
portation lit troops,to private concerns. 

Knox Examing Schley Case. , 
Washington, Jan, 10. — Kear Admiral 
Schley's case is being considered 
by Attorney General Knox for 
the purpose of discovering whether 
there were irregularities in the court 
of inquiry. It is understood that at 
the recent conference between the 
president and Rear Admiral Schley 
the hitter pointed out toma , alleged 
violations of law regarding the Qourt, 
and theee matters have been deemed 
worthy of t^aminatlon. The attorney 
general is not to pass upon the merits 
of the case, but will deal solely with 
the legal phases ot the case. If the 
attorney general derides that there 
were illegalltlee, as cialme<l by Ad- 
miral Schley, the verdic' of the court 
would be vitiated. It is understood 
tnat Admiral Schlsy's future course 
concerning a formal appeal in writing 
to the president depends largely on 
the attorney general's finding.

Buenos Ayres, Jan. 10.— Rumors cir 
culated here of a revolution In the re- 
public of Paraguay turn out to be 
well founded. The revolt wliit h broke 
out at Asijuncion. the capital, was 
caused by the question cf presidential 
succession, the term of President Ace- 
val expiring next November. The 
revolutionary Junta wa.s composed ot 
General Caballero. General Bscobar, 
Colonel J, A. fiscurra, the minister of 
war, Benor Merro, a cabinet minister 
and Sehor Pr(4ta». 

President Aceval resigned the pres- 
idency and congress a<'cepted his res- 
ignation. A collision o. curred in the 
chamber of deputies during which 
Senor Escando Insenfren, president 
of the hygeinic council, was killed 
and General Caballero, Senors .Miguel 
and Corbalan. and deputy Fernando 
Carreras were severely wwinded. 

The congress of Paraguay has plac- 
ed the reins of government in the 
hands of the vice prealdent, Senor Hec- 
tor Carvallo. Great assltement pre- 
vails at Ascurcion.

The i^ni- 
ocraAlc caucus to choose a candidate 
for senator nominated blm by a vote 
of 62 to 37 for Judge James E. Can- 
trlU. who has presided at several of 
the trials of alleged murderers of Gov 
emor Qoebel. Congresitman Wheeler 
and David K Smith withdrew from 
the contest. .Vr. McCreary served In 
tne Confederate army, \ as a nienibe; 
of the state legislature from Madison 
county, elected governo' in 1873, was 
elected to the Forty-ninth, Fiftieth. 
Flfty-flrst. Fifty-second. Fifty-third 
and Fifty-fourth congresses, and was 
appointed by the president in 18H2, 
one of five commissioners to represent 
the United Sutes in ihe international 
conference in which ae distinguished 
himself as an advocate ot bimetallism.

Tbe headquar- 
ters of the banking sytem. according 
to reports, will be at Hoiigkong, where 
there is a large Chinese populaliou. 

There is no regular Chinese banking 
iMuse In this city, though there are 
iMmy Chinese here who are said to 
have large bank accounts.

It la said that Lascelle. as 
Lord Beresford. eloped from Algiers 
with the daughter of an American 
millionaire, who after learning of the 
man's cliarac-ter seviirfd a divoi c e.

It 
Is said he is now the husband of a 
wealthy young woman of Providence, 

Panama Canal Offer. 

Washington, Jan. 10. — Admiral 
Walker, chairman of the isthmian < a- 
nal commission received a cablegram 
from officers of the, Panama Canal 
eompany In Pairfs. making a formal of- 
fer to sell all their property in connc c 
tlon with the Panama canal to the 
United States for $10.(K)0.oo(». .m. 
I,ampre, secretary general of the com- 
pany who is in Washington, stated 
that the cablegram was ezpUcit and 
oovwred all the property owned by his 
company in Panama and that a < (ipy 
of the cablegram had been filed wiih 
the American ambassador in Paris. 
Admiral Walker said ae would call the 
mambars of the isthmian canal com- 
mission togethar-ai* soon as possible 
and lay the matter before them wheu 
a rejiort will he made to the pcsideu' 
through the sec reta: y of state.

Subsequently Mr. Clinn made the fol- 
lowing written statement: The direct- 
ors of the bank daeidad to make an a»- 
signment for the benefit of all the 
creditors for the reason that the bank 
ha« been unable to realize upon us as- 
sets rapidly enough to meet the unu^ 
ual demands whlcb have been made 
upon It recently. The directors state 
that no depositor and no customer of 
the bank will lose a dollar and that 
the bank Is solvciil and that its pres- 
ent embarrassment arises from the 
fact that Its patrons have been uqabbe 
to meet tlelr obligations to the Imak 
with sufficient rapidity to take care of 
the unusual wlthdiawals The bank 
has liquidated during the past three 
months from about $l,:i0o,0oo to $1,- 
^00.000 deposits and the assignee will 
merely continue the liquidation under 
the orders of the court. 

.'Vc'ording to the last published 
statement of the bank, issued Oct. 1, 
1901, the capital stock paid in amount- 
ed to 1500,000; total resources $2,964,- 
002; individual deposits 12,191,778: 
surplus funds $r>5,000. 'ihe president 
of the bank is M, C, Brainerd, and C. 
H Str wart Is secretary and treasurer. 

A branch cf the institution at No. 
HSOO ^uclid venue was c'osed sim- 
ultaneously wUh the down town bank. 

Henry A. Everett of the Everett- 
Moore syndicate is named as a direct- 
or of the company. 

It is stated that The bank carried 
about $120,000 in the securities ot the 
Detroit and Toledo line which reoantly 
passed into th? hands of receivers. As 
a result nf the financial embarrass- 
ment of the Kverett Moore syndicat*^ 
it was understood the bank found it 
Impossible to realise up-m these secur- 
ities.

The reaaon J given are that the beat 
eitisens and old families living in and 
about Lexington were once slave own- 
ers as a heritage not of their own 
choosing: that the incidents of Uncle 
Tom's Cabin are not typical of slave 
life In the south, but of isolated, pases; 
that the producTion of the drama, and 
its being advertised with bloodhounds 
and pictures of an old negro in chaina 
and a slave owner with whip In tiand, 
give a false idea of the history of the 
timas to the children of the city and 
Is disrespectful to southern men and 

good citizens and their families living 
in this part 'f the country. 

Tlie petition is signed by four of the 
most prominent women 01 the chapter 
and Is endorted unanimously by the 
members. It has created a sensation.
